— A 
fresh inside report on the crumbl­ 
ing internal economy of Japan 
has reached the front offices of 
the State Department.

ed Senate embargo. 
Gravest Japanese deficiency of 
the moment is in coal.

m anufacturing plants in the three 
largest industrial cities had to be 
shut down fourteen hours a day 
for two week s recently. 
A long 
drought cut hydro-electric power 
production in half, causing indus­ 
try to need 2,000,000 more tons of 
coal annually, and this cannot be 
obtained. 
The miners are away 
to w ar in China and Manchurian 
plants are increasingly absorbing 
production there. 
The deficiency may or may not 
be enough to break Japan.

But Mr. 
Hull may find ground in it for 
assuming a position against the 
embargo, thus leaving the United 
States free to impose counter­ 
vailing duties and further import 
restrictions as diplomatic neces­ 
sity arises.

JAPAN KNOWS THE ANSWER 
The Jap anese ap p ear concerned over growing 
“p ressure” ap p lied by the United States since the 
abrogation of the trade treaty . Jap anese leaders 
p retend now to find themselves in the p osition of 
k nowing nothing about the weird reasons the 
United States had for calling off formal trade 
agreements. 
“W hat does the United States request from 
Jap an for readjustm ent of relations?” ask ed the 
leader of one of Jap an’s m ajor p arties, recently . 
“The security of the lives and p rop erty of Amer­ 
ican residents in China,” rep lied Foreign Minister 
Hachiro Arita. 
If Jap an will only call off her ruthless aggres­ 
sion in China, she may have her treaty with the 
United States. I t’s as simp le as that. 


NO MORE REDS 
The American Civil Liberties Union became the 
first liberal organization to tak e definite action 
against Communistic and Fascistic influences 
when the Union’s governing committee and board 
of directors both voted to bar p ersons belonging 
to organizations “with obvious anti-democratic 
objectives or p ractices.” 
Many Stalinist sy mp athizers will shortly set up 
a howl. But by its gesture, the Civil Liberties 
Union has won the ap p lause of thousands of 
Americans, whose ap p roval is more im p ortant than 
that of Reds and Fascists. 
The name of the organization dearly states its 
objective. Any one subscribing to tenets of the Civil 
Liberties Union, and, at the same time, up holding 
either Stalinism or Hitlerism, is the clearest k ind 
of hy p ocrite. No organization, p rofessing to safe­ 
guard American rights and liberties, can afford 
to encourage that ty p e of member. 


The laws that have been enacted under the New 
Deal are the natural sequence of a long series of 
, miseducation on the p art of the Rep ublican p arty . 
; It has been advocating for half a century ' the 
doctrine of scarcity . The whole sy stem of tariffs 
is, in the final analy sis, just a form of favoritism 
and scarcity . It leads naturally to the belief that 
w’ork ers do not p roduce their own wages; that 
the standard of living is raised by m ak ing things 
, scarce; to limiting the number that dare learn; to 
establishing arbitrary wages and p rices; to more 
and more government interference and dictation. 
So the things tha t are hap p ening to us in this 
country logically could be laid at the feet of the 
Rep ublican p arty ’s theories of p olitical economy . 
If there is any one thing that the economists of 
| the country agree on, it is the fallacy of tariffs— 
k eep ing wealth out of the country . Instead of 
raising real wages it lowers them. The Hull Recip ­ 
rocal Trade Agreements are the logical result of 
the original democratic ideas of equality before 
the law and of bringing w ealth into the country 
instead of ship p ing it out. It is, of course, p rac­ 
tically the only real dem ocratic move in the whole 
New Deal setup . Practically all the p olitical econ­ 
omists are in favor of it. The Rep ublicans and the 
p ressure group s are doing every thing they can 
to p revent it from being continued. It is time for 
men to forget p olitical p arty lines and line up in 
favor of any sound p rincip le tha t will add to our 
liberty and our w ealth and p erm it each man to 
get more nearly the fruits of w hat he p roduces. 
The Rep ublicans and the New Dealers have much 
to answer for. The longer an about-face is de­ 
lay ed, the more difficult it w'ill be to return to 
sound, democratic, American p rincip les. 


FINNS TEST ‘CULTURE INVASION’ 
The Finnish p eop le haven’t forgotten that, be­ 
hind all the brutality , Joe Stalin still stick s to his 
avowal tha t he is sending culture to the “back ­ 
ward” Finns, 
Stealing an idea from American radio quiz 
p rograms, a Finnish station recently selected five 
Russian p risoners a t random and gave them a 
brief intelligence test while the world listened. 
The p risoners included a medical cap tain, an air 
cap tain, two sub-lieutenants, and one lieutenant. 
A few of the questions were: “Who was Beetho- 
ven?” “Who was the first czar of the Romanoff 
dy nasty ?” “Where was p eace concluded after the 
last w ar?” The questions drew comp lete blank s. 
It’s not going to be easy for Stalin to p ush that 
k ind of evidence aside.

If rats could vote, the human race in this coun­ 
try would be in for some p retty shabby treatm ent. 
Rats outnumber the human p op ulation in the 
United States two to one. The estim ate comes not 
as an adjunct to the diennial census, but, instead, 
from the American Chemical Society , which has 
sp ent considerable time p lotting effective means 
of mass homicide against the rodent horde. Each 
rat, it is said, manages to get in about $2 worth 
of damage each y ear to bring the total annual 
vandalism to $500,000,000. 
It ap p ears tha t the time is rip e for that man, 
whoever he is, to build tha t better trap so that 
the world can start trek k ing to his door. Rats 
might not tak e over the country at any early 
date, but at least something ought to be done to 
save the woodwork .

All these things result from the failure to un­ 
derstand the function of money and of credit.

A TAX SQUEEZE FOR THE LAST DROP

As the burden of government in­ 
creases, all manner of trick s and de­ 
vices are p rop osed to squeeze more 
money from the p eop le in sup p ort of 
the top - heavy 
governm ental 
structure. One 
of these devices 
is federal col­ 
lection of cer­ 
tain taxes, with 
some sharing or 
c re d iting a r­ 
rangement with 
the states. The 
may or of New 
York Eity has 
re c e n tly r e ­ 
newed the de­ 
mand for such 
a n a rra n ge ­ 
ment. His p res- 
♦k - # 
i 
€ nt idea is that 
the federal government should retain 
its taxes on incomes, tobacco, alcohol 
and gasoline, and that the rates, p re­ 
sumably , should be increased sub­ 
stantially . Then the fe d e ra l laws 
should authorize a credit to the states 
on account of similar taxes imp osed 
dj them. 
A tax credit arrangement Is op era­ 
tive now with resp ect to inheritance 
and unemp loy ment c om p ensation 
taxes. In these cases, however, the 
taxp ay er receives the benefit of the 
credit against federal tax, on account 
of a similar tax p aid to the state A 
tax credit to the state is strange, dif­ 
ferent, unreal, and its p rincip al result 
would be heavier taxes on the in­ 
dividual. 
The p roblem of financing all units 
of government is unquestionably so 
difficult as to be comp arable only with 
having a bear by the tail. No simp le, 
easy formula will solve this p roblem. 
The p ip e-dream of federal adminis­ 
tration of more taxes is certainly no 
solution. In this article attention is 
directed to a curious lap se into circu­ 
lar reasoning by the H onorab le 
May or, rather than to basic objec­ 
tions to further federal domination of 
the states. 
May or LaGuardia wants federal 
collection of heavy , uniform taxes 
first, because some states, his own in 
p articular, have large p op ulations 


and heavy exp enses, and second, be­ 
cause certain states do not use income 
and other taxes and are not 
above 
advertising this fact This he regards 
as unfair comp etition, and hit idea 
of 
ending it would be to have 
federal 
taxes so heavy as to neutralize the 
tax advantages of location. 
He would 
force these states to adop t 
similar 
taxes, or lose revenue to the 
federal 
government by not establishing tha 
bases for federal tax credits. In other 
words, the may or does not want other 
states to coax residents or industries 
away from New York City or New 
York State by their lighter tax levies. 
Yet the p rimary cause of his own 
extremely difficult fiscal p roblem is 
the congestion p roduced by high p op ­ 
ulation density in the New York met­ 
rop olitan area. If this density could 
be materially reduced by a substan­ 
tial migration out of the New York 
area, his budgetary difficulties would 
become less acute because necessary 
exp enditures would drop faster than 
the revenues would shrink . Rather 
than op p ose the advantages that other 
states can now oiler through lower 
taxes, the may or should welcome all 
of them as a contribution to the so­ 
lution of his own p roblem. 
Instead, it is urged that the federal 
taxing p ower be used to neutralize 
these tax differentials. In so far as 
lighter taxation may be a factor in 
stimulating the diffusion of great p op ­ 
ulation masses, the destruction of this 
stimulus by federal action will check 
the diffusion p rocess. The great urban 
masses will tend to remain where 
they are, and May or LaGuardia, in 
common with the may ors of all other 
large cities, will continue to have a 
strong case for huge WPA grants, and 
for other subsidies and aids from fed­ 
eral and state governments to assist 
them in caring for the p eop le, some 
of whom might have been induced 
to go elsewhere had the tax advan­ 
tage of another location been p re­ 
served. 
The l a r g e cities cannot finance 
themselves, mainly because they are 
so large. Yet they are unwilling to 
ap p rove of any measures that will 
contribute to the relief of p op ulation 
density , although this density is the 
tap -root of their fiscal difficulty .

strongly influenced by Hoo­ 
ver. 
2. To 
have 
a 
controlling 
voice in the selection of the 
p arty ’s standard bearer. 
3. If p ossible, 
to cap ture 
the nomination himself. 
No. 1 and No. 2 are Mr. Hoo­ 
ver’s p rim ary aims, according to 
his friend, and he is concentrat­ 
ing his m ajor effort on them. He 
ap p reciates 
that 
the 
odds 
are 
heavy against his cap turing the 
nomination himself, but he does 
not consider this imp ossible. 
If he can shap e the p latform 
and be in a p osition to swing 
delegate strength, then he might, 
in the event of a deadlock , p ull 
a stamp ede and grab the p rize. 
Abortive 19 8 6 Coup 
Only a few insiders k now it, 
but H erbert Hoover attem p ted ex­ 
actly that strategy at the 19 36 
Cleveland convention. 
He had come to Cleveland with 
a sp eech calculated to wow the 
delegates. 
Also, his lieutenants 
had sp otted four bands in the lob­ 
bies outside the hall and had a 
large corp s of clack ers with dup ­ 
licate state banners all ready for 
a tumultuous Hoover dem onstra­ 
tion. 
Furtherm ore, his emissar­ 
ies had buttonholed New York and 
Pennsy lvania delegates that morn­ 
ing and urged them not to cau­ 
cus until after Hoover made his 
sp eech that night. 
“Things may be a lot different 
after that sp eech,” they argued. 
But alert Landon managers got 
wind of these p lans and swung 
into action. 
They p ersuaded New 
York and Pennsy lvania to hold 
their caucus and p ledge their big 
voting blocs for Landon. 
Landon 
men also took measures to see to 
it tha t there would be no run­ 
away Hoover demonstration.

They are p ar­ 
ticularly active in the Mid-west 
where the lack of favorite son 
candidates and the desire of state 
leaders to go to the convention 
with free hands are p lay ing into 
Hoover p lans.

Quack Remedies 
A survey made in 19 38 and 19 39 , 
under the ausp ices of the United 
States Public H ealth service by 
the American Social Hy giene As­ 
sociation involved study of 
drug 
store p ractices 
in 
relation 
to 
venereal diseases in 35 cities, lo­ 
cated in 26 different states. 
The investigator made contact 
with 1151 drug stores, telling the 
story of the first sy mp toms 
of 
gonorrhea, If the druggist seem­ 
ed interested, 
the 
investigator 
then described some of the sy mp ­ 
toms of sy p hilis. The story was 
alway s told as if it affected some 
third p erson. This was done be­ 
cause a few p reliminary trials had 
shown that druggists 
sometimes 
ask ed p rosp ective 
customers 
to 
come behind the counter for a 
p ersonal examination. 
Only 7 p er cent of the druggists 
refused to mak e any attem p t to 
diagnose a disease or sell, a rem ­ 
edy . Some of these even took the 
trouble to warn the customer and 
to give him a short lecture on the 
dangers of venereal diseases. 
In 
residential areas, 50 p er cent of 
the managers of drug stores of­ 
fered to diagnose disease and sell 
remedies, and in slum areas 7 7 
p er cent were guilty of such p rac­ 
tices.

resources. 
The Finns can not k eep up lor- 
ever this sup erhuman task .

America’s 
great heart is sy mp athetic to­ 
ward the deserving Finns.

sorrow. 
They 
are 
cowardly 
throwing away an 
op p ortunity 
that would contribute to their 
safety and advantage. 
W here is 
the daring Vik ing blood of old? 
We need it now, more than ever. 
Europ e does; 
the Finns 
do, to 
p rotect themselves, so 
do 
the 
other Scandinavian* countries, and 
the 
world. 
The 
Scandinavians 
are more able and better situat­ 
ed than any other Europ ean p eo­ 
p le to give direct aid to Finland. 
The 
Congress 
of 
the 
United 
States is best able to mak e a loan 
to Finland for the p urchase of 
sufficient w ar m aterial. 
The question is w hat can we 
citizens do? 
If we are in ac­ 
cord w ith the Finnish aim of de­ 
fending her home,

Dear Editor: 
Collectivism is a by -p roduct of 
Jewish Absolutism. According to 
their theory all men were creat­ 
ed identical, hence 
collectivism 
was p ossible. 
But as it is, men 
are created different in ability , 
mentality , desires, ambitions, ob­ 
jectives, and talents. 
For this 
reason, mank ind has never been 
successfully collectivized. Sooner 
or later he revolts against the 
limitation of his freedom to will, 
the violation of his 
individual 
liberty of choice, the inabilty to 
exercise his own p owers of self- 
determination. 
Those who advo­ 
cate collectivism do not consider 
human relationship s, 
moral ob­ 
ligations, or individual resp onsi­ 
bility . 
They do not realize that 
the Absolute is not an end, an 
ultim ate goal to be attained. The 
Absolute is not finality , it is the 
p lace where we begin to op er­ 
ate. 
It is the axiom of truth 
which we m ust ap p ly in an ever 
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increasing diversity of way s. The 
absolute is not fixity , it is the 
basis of evolution. 
Collectivism is absolutism, but 
economics 
is relative. 
Collec­ 
tivism and true economics are 
contradictory 
ideals, 
therefore 
one of there is false. 
Collectiv­ 
ism does not consider 
relative 
values. 
For instance; if an em­ 
p loy er hires three men, each re­ 
ceiving 50 cents an hour, the 
fairness of the wage m ust be 
judged by the relationship of all 
the conditions involved. 
If we 
assume that a fair wage allows 
all p arties to enjoy a reasonable 
p rofit for their labor, then the 
enterp rise has the p ossibility of 
success. 
But if an outsider cre­ 
ates a susp icion 
of 
unfairness, 
and commercializes their distrust 
as the basis of forming a union, 
the laborers as a collective group 
can insist on higher wages—say 
7 5 cents an hour. 
However, the 
emp loy er may find that his busi­ 
ness can not m eet the demand, 
and so it becomes necessary for 
him to mak e an adjustment. In­ 
stead of p ay ing $1.50 to the three 
men, he mus£ divide it among 
two; the third man is thrown 
out of emp loy ment. 
If the ratio 
is increased, the same relative 
scale of higher wages will show 
the same ratio of unemp loy ment. 
If the collectivized group s are 
successful in attaining a “closed 
shop ,” the unemp loy ed are han­ 
dicap p ed in obtaining work . 
If 
the State grants legal p rivileges 
to the collectivized group s, the 
unemp loy ed becomes a felon if 
he seek s emp loy ment on a com­ 
p etitive basis. This means, either 
the State m ust remedy the mis* 
tak e of recognizing collectivism 
as sound economic p lanning, or 
it m ust sup p ort the unemp loy ed 
whom they have forbidden the 
right to life, liberty and the p ur­ 
suit of hap p iness. 
This being 
true, collectivism is the cause of 
unemp loy ment. 
It is absurd to advocate col­ 
lectivism is sane economic p lan­ 
ning. 
It might be p ossible if 
Absolutism was true. 
We m ust 
not ignore the fact that human 
relationship s is a p roblem of Rela- 
tivity . 
We cannot force cap ital­ 
ism to p ay higher wages when 
it is p ay i—: the highest wage 
p ossible for its 
own existence. 
Cap ital does not grow on trees, 
nor do higher wa^es come from 
Aladdin’s Lamp . 
The trouble be­ 
gins when we allow ignorant, sel­ 
fish labor agitators to be the 
judges of w hat constitute a fair 
wage. 
True, 
collectivism 
can 
raise the wage scale by coercion, 
but whenever this is done there 
is a corresp onding reaction in the 
increase of unemp loy ment. Econ­ 
omics is not a question of Abso­ 
lutism, but of Relativity . 
This 
being true, what right has col­ 
lectivism to 
create 
unemp loy ­ 
ment, and then attem p t to blame 
cap italism? 
It does not mak e 
sense. 
However, we do not ig­ 
nore the fact that selfishness by 
either cap italist or labor creates 
unemp loy ment. 
It is evident, we have not y et 
learned that there are certain 
natural laws—Absolute Princip les 
of Right Action—which must be 
recognized as 
the 
basis 
up on 
which we build an equitable so­ 
cial order. 
This consists in the 
ack nowledgment of universal hu­ 
man rights, the freedom to will, 
the liberty to choose, the p ower 
of self-determination. 
Unless we 
recognize these axiomatic p rin­ 
cip les which govern mank ind, we 
are doomed to unending social 
chaos and moral disaster. These 
axioms of truth are the natural 
laws of social evolution, which 
we designate as Christianity and 
idealized as AMERICANISM.
